After a four day search the police 
of Hammond, Ind., and Chicago las:

Black Handers 
Slain in Roa 


Gaetano Acci, 60 years old, 1066 Polk 
street, variously known as “The 
Wolf,” “The King of the Black Hand- 
ers,” and “The Muscler.” has paid the 
penalty for a long career of terrorism 
and extortionism on the west side. 

His body, with two bullet wounds in 
the head and two in the body, was 
found by a lonely roadside four miles 
north of Harvard, Ill., early yesterday 
morning. A motorist, who made the 
discovery, notified Sheriff Cyriis San- 
ford at Woodstock and he called on 
the Chicago police to aid in identifica- 
tion, 

Lieut. Paul Riccio of the detective 
bureau went to the spot where the 
body of Acci had been tossed after 
his last ride. 


Dodged Net of Police, 

“It’s the Muscler,” he said. “They 
got him before we did. Only a week 
or two ago we laid a trap for him 
after he had written a letter to Mrs. 
loseph Tita of 4948 West Washington 
boulevard demanding $5,000. My 
squad were waiting around a place 


where a fake package had been plant- 


ed gnd our orders were to kill him. 
He failed to appear.” 

In the pockets of the slain man 
were six black hand letters, each ad- 
dressed to a different person and ap- 
parently ready to be mailed. Lieut. 
Riccio said he had forty more in 
similar handwriting, all demanding 
large sums and threatening death to 
the recipients unless they paid.

De- 
neen. The Criminal court is being 
used as a tool by the bar association, 
he charged. 
| Aid Not Asked, Crowe Says. 
! The state’s attorney says he has 


always been ready to prosecute crimes 
of murder, bombing, kidnaping, as- 
sault, and vote thievery in the primary 
if evidence were presented to him. 
But no request was ever made to him 
by the bar association to prosecute 
lany such offenses, the reply states. 
Attorney Carl R. Latham, president 
of the Chicago Bar association, who 
‘filed the petition for a special jury 
}and prosecutor, made the following 
statement after reading Mr, Crowe's 
‘reply: 
| “ Judge Crowe’s answer is merely a 
'denial that he has any disqualifying 
‘interest. He states he is ready to

frauds. He apparently is singularly 
uninformed as to what has occurred 
in recent elections. 
Latham Denies Deneen Tie,

‘approved judicial candidates wholly
